At the end of the bill, add the following:

SEC. 301. OUTREACH TO MEDICALLY UNDERSERVED COM-4

MUNITIES. 5

Section 399V of the Public Health Service Act (42 6

U.S.C. 280g–11) is amended— 7

(1) in subsection (b)— 8

(A) by redesignating paragraphs (4) and 9

(5) as paragraphs (5) and (6), respectively; and 10

(B) by inserting after paragraph (3) the 11

following: 12

‘‘(4) to educate and provide guidance to medi-13

cally underserved communities, particularly racial 14

and ethnic minority populations, regarding effective 15

evidence-based strategies— 16

‘‘(A) to prevent tobacco, e-cigarette, and 17

nicotine addiction; and 18
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‘‘(B) for smoking cessation and the ces-1

sation of the use of e-cigarettes and electronic 2

nicotine delivery systems.’’; 3

(2) in subsection (d)(1)(B), by inserting ‘‘in-4

cluding chronic diseases related to and caused by to-5

bacco use’’ after ‘‘diseases’’; and 6

(3) in subsection (j), by striking ‘‘2010 through 7

2014’’ and inserting ‘‘2020 through 2024’’. 8

SEC. 302. DEMONSTRATION GRANT PROGRAM TO DEVELOP 9

STRATEGIES FOR SMOKING CESSATION IN 10

MEDICALLY UNDERSERVED COMMUNITIES. 11

Part B of title III of the Public Health Service Act 12

(42 U.S.C. 243) is amended by inserting after section 13

317T (42 U.S.C. 247b–22) the following: 14

‘‘SEC. 317U. DEMONSTRATION GRANT PROGRAM TO DE-15

VELOP STRATEGIES FOR SMOKING CES-16

SATION IN MEDICALLY UNDERSERVED COM-17

MUNITIES. 18

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary, acting through 19

the Director of the Centers for Disease Control and Pre-20

vention, shall establish a demonstration program to award 21

grants to or contract with State, local, Tribal, or terri-22

torial public health departments to support— 23

‘‘(1) the development of improved evidence- 24

based strategies for smoking cessation and the ces-25
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sation of the use of e-cigarettes and electronic nico-1

tine delivery systems for populations in medically 2

underserved communities, particularly racial and 3

ethnic minority populations; 4

‘‘(2) the development of improved communica-5

tion and outreach tools to reach populations in medi-6

cally underserved communities, particularly racial 7

and ethnic minority populations, addicted to tobacco 8

and e-cigarette products; and 9

‘‘(3) improved coordination, access, and refer-10

rals to services for smoking cessation and the ces-11

sation of the use of e-cigarettes and electronic nico-12

tine delivery systems, including smoking cessation 13

products and mental health and counseling services. 14

‘‘(b) APPLICATION.—To be eligible to receive a grant 15

under subsection (a), a State, local, Tribal, or territorial 16

public health department shall submit to the Secretary an 17

application at such time, in such manner, and containing 18

such information as the Secretary may require. 19

‘‘(c) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There 20

are authorized to be appropriated to carry out this section, 21

$3,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2020 through 2024.’’. 22
